SLEEPING VOLCANOES. 


In Central Africa There Are Eight 
Which Are Comparatively New. 


It is not very generally known that 
right in the heart of Africa, at the 
southern end of Lake Aibert Edward, 
is a great range of vuicanoes. They 
are eight in number, and, though it 
is true that, unlike Ruwenzori, they 
cxzrry no permanent snow, the highest 
peak is over 14,000 feet in height. 
‘These voleanoes are particularly inter- 
esting on account oi their comparative 
newness, writes Prot. Wollaston in the 
Wide World Magazine. Running 
through the middie of Airica there 13 
a trench many hundred miies long, in 
which lie the great lakes Albert, Au- 
bert Edward Kivu and Tanganyika. 

Not very many thousands of years 
ago the volcanoes, generally called 
Mtumbiro, burst up tnrough the mid- 
dle of this trench and made a dam 
across it, witn tie resuit that some oi 
the water, whicn formerly flower into 
Lake Albert Euward and so into the 
Niie,-was cut off and a lake was form- 
ed behind the dam. As time went on 
the waters in the lake, winch 183 now 
ealled Kivu, rose signer anu nigace 
until, not being able to flow over the 
berrier Of (ie Vouecwues, Luey tuimed 

the Rusisi rivey, which runs the other 

way. into TaWganylka, about a hun-

signs of accivity at the pifesent ume, 
in the form of thin wisps of steam 
which may oc¢asionally be seen; but 
a vast plain of lava, with a_ wide 
black stream curling through its 
midst, shows where a formidable erup- 
tion took place only a dew. years ago.

+ Qld Railway Tickets. 


The earliest railway tickets differed 
entirely. from those now in use.’ The 
booking clerk was furnished with a 
volume, tae pages.of which were di- 
vided cown the centre by a perforated 
‘line, the outside half of each page was 
xugain divided into slips about four 
inches. long by an inch and tnree-quur- 
ters in wiuth, on exch of which was 
printed the name of the issuing sta- 
tion; spaces were provided in whicn 
the clerk had to write the destinztion, 
passenger’s name, date of issue, apd 
the time the train was due to depart. 

One of these slips, duly fiiled in, 
was deteched from the book and hand- 
ed over to each would be passenger in 
exchange for his fare. 

The traveler, haying thus obtained 
his ticket, was passed on to the guard 
of the train by which he desired two 
travel. This official was provided 
with a kind of way-bill on which he 
entered particulurs of all his passen- 
gers in much the same way that a 
parcel is served nowadays. 

Incidentally the similarity of treat 
ment Gid not always end there, the 
third-class passengers had to travel 
in an open carriage, frequently noth- 
ing more than a goods truck attached 
to a train which carried both passen- 
gers and goods, more or less indis- 
criminately.—Railway Magazine.

& Loan Co., and of whicn Col. Mago.» 
became and remained ror many years 
managing director, Fivé’years ago the 
Home Savings & Loan Co. evolved in- 
to the Home ‘Bank of Canada, of 
which Col. Mason is general manager 
and a director. ‘ 
As long ago as the early sixties the 
future colonel took up soluiering by 
serving for three years in’ the Queen:s- 
Own RKifles during the Fenian. Raid 
troubles.

Empire, speaking many languages, but 
all trained to uct on the executiv.- 
word of command in English, This 
assemblage was the forerunner of that 
gaiering that was fighting for thy 
Empiye in South Airicu two ‘years 
later. 

Col. Mason was presented to her 
late Majesty Queen Victoria, and re- 
ceived from her un autaraph photo- 
gruvure in the dress worn by her at 
the provession on the 22nd of June. 
the great day of the celebration. H- 
retired from the command of the 
Grenadiers in 1899, and was early i 
the yenr following appointed to the 
ecmmand of the 4th Intantry Brigade, 
which he has held ever since, anu 
‘from which he is now retiring witi» 
the rank of full colonel, He also com- 
minded ‘a composite. brigade of in- 
funtry at the Quebee Tercentenary. 

Col. Mason wears the general ser- 
vice medal with clasp and many oth- 
ers. He was one of the founders of 
the Canadian Military Institute, ans 
for two. years its president. Apart froas 
his military,.und financial service, Co!- 
Mason is well known as an ardent. 
Imperialist, and one of the founders 
of the Empire Club. .
